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DETAILED ACTION / ALLOWANCE 
Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawing sheets were received on September 2 1 , 2009. These drawings 
are acceptable. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on September 2 1 , 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of any 
patent granted on Application Number 10/519,572 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 13-14 under the section heading labeled "Claim 
Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12", in the "Remarks/Arguments" section of the response filed 
September 21, 2009, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10 
and 12-32 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 14-16 under the section heading labeled "Claim 
Rejections - 35 USC § 102(b)", in the "Remarks/Arguments" section of the response filed 
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September 21, 2009, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1- 
10, 12-18, 21-26 and 32 under 35 USC 102(b) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-10, 12-32, 34 and 35 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone or 
in combination, did not show or teach a jet regulator having the combination of a mounting 
housing divided into two parts which are releasably connectable via a snap-fit connection with 
one another, a jet fractionating device having through flow holes located inside the mounting 
housing, the first housing part having a peripheral shoulder at the flow inlet side being connected 
fixedly and non-detachably with the jet fractionating device, and a flow rectifier having flow 
guide walls defining exit openings arranged in a plane downstream from the jet fractionating 
device, as set forth in claim 35.
